979 Not Able To Read 
And Write in 1920.

There are 979 persons in Pontotoc 
county. who can neither read nor 
write as compared with 1,123 in 
1910, according to figures made pub­ 
lic recently by R. H. Wilson, state 
superintendent of public instruction. 
These figures are based on the 
1910 and 1$20 reports. There are 
56,864 illiterates in Hhfy state as 
compared with 67,567 ten years ago. 
Pontotoc county’s illiteracy is slight­ 
ly above the average which is 748 
to the county. 
LeFlore Leads. 
LeFlore county, the eastern bord­ 
er of which is a part of the Okla- 
homa-Arkansas line, has more illit­ 
erates than any other county in the 
state, the report shows. Pittsburg 
county is second, McCurtain county 
third and Muskogee county, fourth. 
Figures for these counties are given 
as follows: LeFlcve, 2,670; Pitts­ 
burgh, 2,442; McCurtain 2,392, and 
Muskogee, 2,288. 
Despite the fact th a t Oklahoma iq 
this decade increased her population 
22.4 percent, the illiteracy within 
her borders dropped from 6.6* per­ 
cent to 3.8 percent, a decrease of 
approximately 35 percent. Only one 
class of those enumerated scowed 
an increase in the number of illiter­ 
ates—the foreign born. This num­ 
ber increased from 3,828 to 5,546. 
This, however, does not indicate an 
increase in the percentage of illiter­ 
acy;, In this class because no record 
was made of the total number of 
such immigrants coming into the 
state during the decade, Wihson said.

It "happens that during the past 
lew years several citizens of Ada, 
who felt the call back to the soil 
took the same direction on leaving 
town and settled in a string down 
thq road leading east from town 
njabt the city lake. It also happens 
that all are doing more 
or 
less 
dairying and chicken raising and 
all will likely be found there the 
next time anyone calls. 


Tuesday I took a hikej down the 


dairy line, turning back 
after 


reaching V. 
Hayley's 
place 
and 


spending the day inspecting the 
various places and talking with the 
proprietors. Mr. Hayley held a pos- 
ition as bookkeeper in Ada for sev- 
eral years and three: years 
ago 
bought 40 acres two miles and a 
half from Broadway. It was not a 
.particularly attractive place at thai 
time and the task to which Mr. anc 
Mrs. Hayley set themselvqs was no' 
an easy one by any 
means, 
but 


they have proved themselves equa 
to the job. They took onq cow with 
them when they moved from Ada 
but have increased their herd unti 
they are now milking twelve. As 
the n«^ed arose and as he was able 
Mr.v Hayley erected 
various 'out 
buildings until he now has ample 
barn" and shed room and only re 
cently he built a milk house wit! 
concrete.floor and double walls with 
sawdust betwejen. They sell mos 
of their milk sweet. At first they 
sold considerable truck but as thei 
dairy.-Business grew they had les; 
timq to pay to this. Last year they 
set 
out 
a pe4ach orchard of " 20 f 
Elbertas and they also have som 
apple trees, grapa and blackberry 
vines. They have a 
large 
garden 


surrounded with chickein wire am' 
always'make plenty for hoine us 
and some to sell. They also hav 
a bunch of White Leghorn chick 
ens. Mr. Hayley was rigging up 
plow to take advantage of the rain 
whejn I arrived. 
Jay 
next 
stop 
was at 
Job 
Thrasher's. John has held the pos: 
tion of machinist and linotype oper 
atpr in the, News office most of th 
time for the past fifteen years an 
is still on the job, but hq and Mrs 
Thrasher are improving theif littl 
larm and selling all the butter the 
can make. John is always on th 
look "out 'for a bargain in a cow 
and recently skinned me out of 
first class heifqr which we raise 
-when living 
at 
Hoot Owl Ranch 
Pigs, calves and White Wyandotl 
chickens are to be seen everywher 
and John is building more 
bar 
room for. his increasing, bunch o 
livestock. When he first came t 
Ada John had been in bad healt 
for a long time and it was slow 
work to get a start. 
He 
finall 
bought a good sized place in Nort 
Ada near the old cemeteffy an 
went in strong for Rhode Islan 
Red chickens, making quite a sac- 
cess of it. Just as he began to se 
easier timejs ahead, their home was 
destroyed by fire and a severe loss 
incurred. Two years ago they mov- 
ed to a small farm near Ardmore 
which they bought but the boll 
wejevil ruined a. good crop of cotton. 
They returned to Ada, bought the 
little farm where they now live and 
began life anew here. 


C. R. Watson's place is just across 
the road from thq Thrasher home. 
Mr. Watson spent most of his life 
in the mercantile business, but last 
April he moved to his country home. 
On account of the lateness of the 
season he could not try his hand 
. raising truck to any epctent, so he 
planted a crop of cotton. Of course 
the weevil got that and the rats 
caught most of Mrs. Watson's young 
Leghorn chicks. This was really dis- 
couraging, but they had four good 
cows to fall back on 
and 
have 
made good on these. Mrs. Watson 
is not easily discouraged and says 
she will try it again in thej hope 
of better success. Mr. Watson does 
not intend to plant any cotton thia 
year but will devote his attention 
to feedstuffs, potatoes, (peanuts, etc. 
There Is an eight acre orchard on 
the place but it is too young to 
bear much yet. 


I found C. S. Aldrich busy mak- 
ing crates in which to ship about 
20 of his best Rhode Island Reds 
to the Holdenville show. Mrs. Aid- 
rich was in the midst of working 
out and moulding out 
about 
30 
pounds of butter, half their usual 
weekly output. *Th.ey raised about 
l.OuO birds last year and have sold 
the flock down to about 400. The 
fame of the Lakeview chickens and 
eggs has traveled far beyond the 
borders of the; state. Recently the 
Aldriehes had an order for two sit- 
tings from Maryland. They get good 
prices for . their high grade stuff 
and of course it costs no more to 
raise pure breds than scrulbs. When 
they bought the place} four years 
ago there was little on it in the 
way of improvement. Mr. Aldrich 
has added to the buildings until ev- 
erything is well sheltered and his 
chickein houses are well arranged 
for taking care of chickens of all 
ages. The various flocks are fenced 
' off to themselves and a liberal 


amount of wheat is sowed every 
season to furnish grejen feed. Mr, 
and Mrs. Aldrich were engaged -in 
the grocery business during the 
several years they lived In Ada. 


A. B. Meyer is thq man who laid 


the first side walks when Ada be- 
gan to take on city airs twelve or i 
thirteen years ago. Later he and 
Mrs. Meyer bought a place; several 
miles south of Ada and began their 
dairying operations there. About two 
yeara ago they 'bought their pres- 
,-ent site bordering, the city laka. 
The place was 'apparently 
about 


Worn ont. Much of it had beeja 
cultivated in cotton until that crop 
wnld no longer be grown on it 
profitably. They planted more -than 
100 acres in sweet clover and are 
•we'll pleased with the results, pro- 
nouncing it most excellent for dairy 
cows. They have a well built cow 
barfi and when I droppqd by 30 
cows were In the stalls. The floor 
-is of concrete and 'built with the 
idea of first class sanitation. One 
day last- summer I visited the place 
just at milking, time and when lu- 
vltejd to sample some of the bottled' 
product I took on three pints by way 
pf a sample and might have drunk 


nother but thought perhaps that 
as. carrying the sampling too far. 
E.'H.' Lucas was one of the early 
ottlers at Ad»," engaging first in; 
he cotton business and later bej- 
ng employed as traveling salesman 
or the -cement company. He was one 
f the boosters of Ada and: one of 
hose sturdy pion«jers who built a 
eal--town in : spite 
of 
obstacles. 


Ymong other things he was ope of 
he leaders in the fight for the lo- 
atlon of the normal a Ada. On one 
r two occasion* I was asked-to ac- 
ompany him on soliciting rounds of 
le town whejn money Was needed 
or some public purpose. If any one 
e tackled failed to come across I 
on't recall him. In 1907 he built 
n the beautiful srte southeast of 
he city. Since thqn the town has 
spread out until it borders his place. 
When the family moved out they 
ook a cow with them. Mr. Lucas 
was on the road most of- the time 


but Mrs. Lucas and their daughter 
Miss Johnnie -bejgan selling milk and 
nutter and gradually 
their 
herd 
grew and the business increased tq 
such an extent that three years ago 
Mr. Lucas left the road! and has 
since devoted his entire time to the 
dairy. At present they are milking 
19 cows. Much of the work and; 
all of the marketing is done by 
Miss Johnnie. In her earlier years 
she was considered a hopejless in- 
valid, but outdoor life has removed 
every vestige "of weakness and she 
is now the picture of healthy young 
womanhood; Heir ,work in handling 
this dairy has,developed her into a 
first class young business woman 
who is accomplishing something in 
life worth while. She is indeed tq 
be congratulated on her success for 
it is a success of' which any onq 
might be proud. Mr. Lucas raised 
considerable feed stuff on the place 
and has a large concrete silo. En- 


silage forms a large part of the 
winter ration of thej herd. He feeds 
aljout 30 pounds of this, 6 pounds 
of bran and 2 ot cotton seed meal 
to each cow every day and some 
hay for roughage. The 
herd 
is 
housed in well built sanitary barns 
and sheds. 
' 


On this trip I visited tw6 other 
famille^ east of the lake. The first 
was that of C. S. Collins. Mr. and 
Mrs. Collins live a mile, south of 
the Aldrich place. They have liv- 
ed here about five years. This is 
one family that lives 
strictly 
at 
home. Last year Mr. 'Collins plant- 
ed no cotton but^thinks hej will try 
a few acres this "year, last year he 
devoted his attention to feedstuffs 
and such things as were most need- 
ed by thej family and has no com- 
plaint about the results. When I 
arrived Mr. and Mrs. Collins were 
.busy hanging some hams from a/ 
recent kill of hogs. Mrs. Collins has 


a bunch of pure bred Buff Orpins- I 
ton chickens and thtnkff well' of this 
strain of birds. Thejre is a; good 
orchard on the .place a. feature of 
which is a lot of early Wheeler 
peaches. A :good berry patch is an- 
other feature. 
J. C. Praytor lives,, a short dis- 
tance, from, the Collins home. He 
and Mrs. Praytpr have lived here 
some five or sii years and have 
made an enviable} success raising 
truck. It is doubtful if anyone else 
in (.he county can beat their record. 
They have a good orchard which in- 
cludes 25 cherry and a: like number 
of-- plum treeja, and a good supply 
of graipes. A berry patch made i up 
pf McDonald blackberries and Ausj- 
tin deweberries is an:Important fea- 
ture. "From less than an acre in 1919 
they raised 382 : gallons of berries 
which they sold for 60 cents per 
gallon......Mr„•: -Praytor says the ber- 
ries do much better when mixed as 


he Iras them. The unfavorable wepth] 
ef cli'V the yield of truck greatly 
last year, but the actual figures on 
his books for 1920 show that they 
sold a-total of, $1284.90 of truck, 
including chickens and eggs, be- 
sides some] $75 or $80 worth of 
hog meat. Of the above $1100 was 
produced on 6 acres of this sandy 
land. Altogether eleven Items were 
listed among the sale£. The largest 
'o/ these was fdr peppers. It was 
$259.75. They 'have sold So much 
of these big peppers in recent'years 
that Mr. Praytor is known as the 
"pdpper man.' 
Canteloupes 
came 
next with a 
credit 
of 
$243.20. 
•Chickens and 
eggs 
account 
for 
$123.35 and so on down the list. 
i.TJhe. sales from roasting ears taken 
from the field amounted to more 
than $80. They have a cellar stuffeid 
full of canned fruits and vegetables, 
hence the high cost of living is 
no problem to them.

part members of many noble piscat- 
orial races is seen in the records of 
the game and fish department which 
list such naw citizens as rainbow 
trout, rock bass, black bass, crap- 
pie and perch.

Not Due To Dry Law 
Colonel Forrer Says 


WASHINGTON, 
Jan. 
11.—The 


suggestion that prohibition has re- 
sulted in an increase in the nunj- 
ber of drug addicts in the country 
was denied today by Colonel O. G. 
Forrer, .administrative assistant in 
the jfarcotic; Drflsion of the Treas- 
ury Department. 


"The truth is," said 
Colonel 


Forrer, ""'that victims of the drug 
habit pfaetically in- every instance 
are young men and women, often in 
their teens. Rarely are they alcoho- 
lics. The difference between an al- 
coholic an4 » drug addict is that 
the alcoholic'after a 'spree' usually I 
is sorry, and repenting; ""experiences .. 
a period of reform. The'drug addict ;; 
has -no . such experience. .Once a 
,victim; there is rarely any cessation. 
The disease Js' rarely curable, and 
even when the body Is cured the 
mental craving continues. 


"Admitting for sake of argument 
that there has been an increase of 
addicts, I attribute the condition 
to reaction from the strain ana 
abnormal' condition • of 
humanity, 


caused 4>y the World War. People 
were wrought up to a high pitch, ;h 
Environments were changed, 
bdys T£ 
and girls were taken from quiet .1. 
homes, from the simple life, ana" •? 
thrown, irito a -strenuous whirl of ;j, 
excitement, receiving unusual salar- -j.

armistice there has beerK inevitable 
recatlon, and in striving to attain 
normalcy the weak, following tlie 
Hne'of least resistance, have resort- 
ed to drugs, which .restores, to a 
marked extent, desired excitement. 
It may require an entire 
genera- 
tion to fuJhr-attaln pre-war normalcy 
and the surest and only effective 
remedy Is to cut off the course ot 
supply, the 'same as v*yi be "faeces- 
sary to. bring about actual 
pro-i 


hibitlon of toe liquor traffic."
